Association  of  School  Admin- 
istrators, the  Phi  Delta  Kappa 
and  the  Delta  Kappa  Pi. 


He  is  the  past  president  of 
the  Mississippi  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges;  he  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Dea- 
cons at  the  Moorehead  Baptist 
Church;  he  is  serving  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the 
Delta  Area  Council  for  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America;  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  the 
Mississippi  Economic  Council, 
and  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  the  Moorhead  Ro- 
tary Club.  He  is  a  past  presi- 
dent of  the  Leland  Lions  Club 
and  the  Washington  County 
Educational  Association.
